Editor of the Townsman: 


Have read your editorial in last 
week’s Townsman in regard to the 
extension of the water system into 
the farming districts of Andover. 
Your editorial expresses correctly the 
situation in which many of the far- 
mers -of Andover. find themselves at 
the present time. They have either 
got to depend upon their wells and 
carrying water from a distance dur- 
ing seven months, put in a perma- 
nent system of their own, or wait for 
the Town to extend its system to 
them. None want to endure the in- 
convenience of the first. Many can 
ill afford the second, practically all 
would avail themsélves of the last if 
they have not already a good system 
of their own. The farmers of An- 
dover need the town water not only 
as a water supply on which they can 
depend, but also that their property 
can be classed a good risk for fire 
insurance companies to hold. If the 
Town of Andover is to extend its 
water system into the farming dis- 
tricts in the near future, as it must 
if we are to keep pace with the times, 
the sooner the better, not only for 
the farmers but also the Town, before 
the farmer puts in a system of his 


own.

WOOLEN TARIFF DISCUSSED 


A Strong Speech by Mr. Wm. M. Wood Upon the Tariff and 
Our Local Industries. 


The various heads of departments 
gre a complimentary dinner to Wm. 

. Wood, president of the American 
Woolen Co., in Boston last Friday 
night. In an address at that time 
Mr. Wood made the following strong 
presentation of the relation of the 
tariff to the woolen industry. 


“I have hesitated to speak on the 
question of the tariff and schedule 
K lest the fact of my being president 
of the American oolen Company 
might be used by ignorant or dis- 
honest men against the industry. So 
I would say at the outset with all 
emphasis that the American Woolen 
Company is simply a large corpora- 
tion and not a trust. It owns all of 
its plants in fee simple, with the ex- 
ception of one in which it owns all 
the shares, and it does not own any 
fractional share in any other wool 
manufacturing corporation. The 
American Woolen Company lives in 
constant competition and strives by 
competition, and the industry of 
wool manufacturers is not dominated 
by any combination or monopoly. 

“In all the numerous articles in 
newspapers and magazines attacking 
schedule K, I have not been able to 
discover in a single instance the work 
of any man who was honest and dis- 
interested and really knew what he 
was writing about. These articles 
have been chiefly from mere ama- 
teur theorists or from politicians 
whose knowledge of manufacturing 
is confined to political capital, In 
one or two cases these adverse arti- 
cles have been written by former 
wool manufacturers who were utter 
failures in the trade and yet now 
presume to advise strong and suc- 
cessful men how to conduct their 
business. 

“The American people want fair 
play. They will not be misled by 
muck-raking magazine articles in the 
newspapers and magazines if they 


‘know that these are the work of 


either ignorance or prejudice. The 
history of wool manufacture in 
America has been one of bitter strug- 
gle, and, excepting later years, of 
disappointment and disaster. Take 
the American’ Woolen Company, for 
instance—with the exception of the 
three mills built under the Dingley 
tariff, every one of our thirty-odd 
concerns had been through financial 
torture of one kind or another—ever: 
single one of them had been read- 
justed or gone through bankruptcy. 
Indeed, it was the very exigency of 
the severe struggle which they had 
endured that forced them to com- 
bine for self-preservation. Exces- 
sive competition under a_ shifting 
tariff policy had nearly ruined these 
mills before the American Woolen 
Company was organized. Not one 
new important woolen mill had been 
built in Massachusetts for a period 
of over forty years until the Mc- 
Kinley law was introduced. Under 
that law the industry got upon its 
feet, only to be struck down again in 
1894 by the ill-starred Gorman-Wil- 
son tariff. 

“That Gorman-Wilson law gave 
the wool manufacturers free wool 
and a protection of 40 and 50 per 
cent ad valorem. The law, as is well 
known, was disastrous to the indus- 
try. It closed and ruined scores of 
small independent mills, the main- 
stays of thriving communities, in 
nearly every state in the Union. Yet 
the present Aldrich-Payne bill, like 
the Dingley law before it, though 
savagely denounced as excessive, 
gives the wool manufacturer a pro- 
tection of 50 or 55 per cent ad va- 
lorem above and beyond the duty 
intended to compensate him for the 
duty on wool. If 50 per cent pro- 
tection with free wool proved in- 
effective and disastrous, can 50 and 
55 per cent be rightfully regarded as 
excessive? A margin of § or Io per 
cent is surely not a great one bDe- 
tween disaster and moderate success. 

“If it be urged that in some cases 
the compensatory duty itself is ex- 
cessive, it may be replied that in 
those fabrics where competition with 
Europe is most keen and difficult, as 
every man in the trade knows, the 
Sp ap arrehpge | duty is no more than 
adequate, his the large and con- 
stant volume of imports attests. 

“So long as the greed of Europe 
continues for the great American 
market, the richest in the world, so 
long will the American wool manu- 
facture be assailed by violent misrep- 
resentation. Nearly every false state- 
ment about schedule K can_ be 
traced directly back to unscrupulous 
foreign manufacturers or their repre- 
sentatives. It is painful to see how 
eagerly these misstatements are 
caught up and exploited for political 
purposes in this country. A few years 
ago ex-Attorney General Monett of 
Ohio repeatedly asserted on the 
stump that the American Woolen 
Company fixed the price on the en- 
tire wool clip of the United States, 
and that every one was at the mercy 
of that monopoly. 

“Now at that time there were fully 
a thousand woolen mills in the Unit- 
ed States, of which about thirty were 
owned by the American oolen 
Company. In not one of the other 
mills did this company have the 
slightest interest directly or indirect- 
ly in any way whatsoever. This 
statement of Mr. Monett was gro- 
tesquely false from beginning to end, 
and yet it was echoed and re-echoed 
all over the United States by news- 
papers and men that were hostile to 
this American industry and _ hostile 
to the American system of protec- 
tion. : 

“An even more regrettable case is 
that of Senator Beveridge of In- 
diana, a Republican who in a recent 
magazine article attacked the Ameri- 
can Woolen Company for undue in- 
fluence over the tariff revisions of 
1804 and 1907. As a matter of fact, 
the American Woolen Company was 
not organized or even thought of for 
several years afterwards. It did not 
come into existence until 1899. 

“It may interest the people to 
know that in ouf great business, 


where the cost of production is at 
the lowest point possible and in fa- 
vor of the community at large, the 
average profit which we manufac- 
turers secure on the cloth entering 
into a suit of clothes does not exceed 
thirty-eight cents on an average suit 
of clothing. I read recently that the 
president of the United States was 
wearing a suit of clothes for which 
he paid fifty dollars. The American 
people may like to know that if that 
cloth were purchased from our com- 
pany our share of the profit in that 
suit of clothes would be less than 
fifty cents, or less than one per cent 
of the entire suit. Does this sound 
as if Schedule K were so very in- 
iquitous? 

“T have heard it stated, and I am 
willing to endorse it, that, as a mat- 
ter of fact, the tariff on wool and 
woolens does not actually cost the 
American people a single cent. The 
tariff on wool vitally affects not only 
the raw material of clothing but the 
food supply of the United States. 
Mr. Theodore Justice of Philadel- 
phia, an able and exact student of 
the wool question, reminds us that 
during the free wool period of the 
Gorman-Wilson law we lost one- 
fourth of all the sheep in America in 
a few years, and that if there had not 
been a quick change in the tariff, 
sheep before long would have van- 
ished from the country. We hear 
much complaint today of the high 
price of mutton and lamb, but can 
you imagine what the price would 
be if the great American flocks were 
entirely destroyed, and our lamb and 
mutton tnopay had to be brought in 
refrigerator ships from the other side 
of the equatorial line—from South 
America, South Africa and Australia? 

“The United States is by far the 
greatest meat-eating and wool-wear- 
ing country in the world. Our own 
sheep are, on the whole, increasing 
in number in this country, while in 
the world as a whole they are de- 
creasing» Last year our farmers and 


ranchmen furnished 328 million 
pounds of wool, and in addition 
263,000,000 pounds were imported. 


Yet you will read in the newspapers 
and magazines heated assertions by 
men who do not know or care what 
they are talking about, that the 
American protective tariff is ‘prohib- 
itive.’ It is not prohibitive in our 
industry on either wool or goods. 

“Tn the last fiscal year ending June 
30, 1910, covering eleven months of 
the Aldrich-Payne law, our gross im- 
ports of manufactures of wool were 
ent ape large increase over the 

18,102,460 of the year before. These 
figures, it should be borne in mind, 
are the low foreign prices, made low 
often for deliberate undervaluation. 
The imports of 1910 represent a to- 
tal actual duty-paid American value 
not far from the total average of the 
entire output of the American Woolen 
Company. A tariff which allows 
such an import as this cannot right- 
fully be denounced as either prohib- 
itive or excessive. 

“Schedule K may have defects of 
detail—no tariff law whether Con- 
gress-made or commission-made ever 
has been or ever will be perfect. But 
the present schedule as it stood in 
the Dingly law and stands now has 
witnessed the most marked healthy 
and vigorous growth of wool manu- 
facturing in the history of America. 
Five hundred thousand people depend 
upon this industry for a sustenance, 
and there are hundreds of thousands 
of others dependent on the growing 
of wool. The wages in American 
woolen mills are more than twice 
the wages in England and _ three 
times the wages in Germany or 
France. These American mills can 
supply the entire domestic demand 
for clothing. If the protective tariff 
is destroyed, we manufacturers, with 
our command of capital can go else- 
where and build our factories where- 
ever labor is cheapest, but the Amer- 
ican people cannot do this. They 
cannot go to England or Germany or 
France or China or Japan. hey 
have got to live here and find their 
work here. This question of the 
protection of American industry is 
fundamentally a question of labor. 
Without prosperous working men, 
able to live in decent comfort and 
send their children to school, there 
can be no self-gove:nment here and 
no republic.”

Aldrich tariff bill, and shall refrain 
from discussing these questions from 
my point of view. 

Mr. Burns in discussing the first 
proposition in his platiorm, the 
“Direct Election of United States Sen- 
ators by the people,” says: “It is my 
firm belief after careful study of the 
question that this present method of 
indirect election ought to be changed 
because of the many evils connected 
with it, th greatest of which is the 
control of bosses and their machines 
who represent the special interests 
and bosses who care little for the 
wishes of the individual voter.” 

‘Mr. Burns evidently believes that 
the change from the indirect to the 
direct election of United States sen- 
ators would eliminate the control of 
“bosses and their miachines,” But 
his following statement refutes this 
by saying: 

“There is an earnest desire on the 
part of thinking men to have a direct 
hand in electing their senators in 
order to avoid the middleman who 
oftentimes represents the wishes of 
a boss and his machine who are in- 
strumental in getting him his poli- 
tical job.” 

If the last part of this statement 
means anything it is an acknowledg- 
ment that the “boss and his machine” 
are instrumental in the election of 
the “middleman” who elects our 
United States senators. As the “mid- 
dleman” is elected by the “individual 
vote” it must follow that the “bosses 
and their machines” control the indi- 
vidual votes. Now if the bosses and 
their machines are instrumental in 
electing our representatives, state 
senators and congressmen, | what 
would prevent the “bosses and their 
machines” from being instrumental 
in the election of United States sena- 
tors by a direct vote of the people. 
This “greatest” evil could not be 
eliminated by such a change. Mr. 
Burns’ speeches are full of state- 
ments which refute his reason for 
changing the method of electing 
Venee States senators by the peo- 
ple. 

Mr, Burns pretends to be fighting 
the local boss and his machine and 
declares that it is “a little spoke in 
the Lodge wheel; when you turn the 
crank in one machine the others go 
around and all the little fellows in 
the machine have got to keep 
moving or their heads will go.” 

But Mr. Burns in his definition of 
a boss is a fitting climax in refuting 
the possibility of “eliminating the 
bosses and their machines” from the 
election of the United States sena- 
tors by the people. He says: 

“A boss is the people, or rather the 
wire-puller who manages thie people 
and acts in their name.” 

How any thinking man can come 
to the conclusion “after careful study 
of the question” that the direct elec- 
tion of United States senators will 
eliminate the “bosses and their ma- 
chines” with such conditions as Mr. 
Burns claims exist, is beyond my 
comprehension. 

Party government cannot be run 
without party organization. Organ- 
ization implies executive leaders and 
officials. to administer certain func- 
tions. The dethronement of present 
leaders and officials will leave places 
which must be filled by others, who 
will not greatly change the character 
of the organization, nor prevent Mr. 
Burns and the people calling them 
“bosses and their machines,” ‘ 

Mr. Burns implies that the United 
States Senate represents “special in- 
terests” and says that this is due to 
the present method of electing sena- 
tors, but in the same breath brings 
in Mr, Cannon, the King of Bosses, 
who is a member of the House and 
is elected by the people, thus show- 
ing that the election of men to serve 
“special interests” is possible by a 
direct vote. His charge that the 
Payne-Aldrich bill represents “spe- 
cial interests” had to ga the House, 
which is composed of members elect- 
ed by the direct vote of the people 
and is supposed to represent the peo- 
ple directly. The fight to defeat 
Lodge and retain Beveridge is 
brought to the people or “individual 
voter,” thus implying that the pres- 
ent method is not so indirect as it 
seems. The only just way to com- 
pare the merits of the indirect and 
the direct method of election is by a 
historical comparison of the charac- 
ter and efficiency of the Senate and 
the Howse from the beginning of 
their organization, A short history 
will not suffice. If in this compari- 
son the Senate proves a superior leg- 
islative body because of its person- 
nel, there is no good reason for 
change. But if the House has the 
legislative superiority because of its 
personnel, there can be no harm in 
changing. In my opinion, however, 
the Senate would not lose in the com- 
parison. : 

Mr. Burns’ attitude on the tariff 
is as inconsistent as his position on 
the election of United States sena- 
tors. He says: “I wish I had the 
time to go into the different. sched- 
ules in that tariff bill, but the -first 
one will be enough to give you an 
illustration of Lodge’s love for the 
farmers. The subject of the first 
schedule was putting on the free list 
plows, harrows, reapers, harvesters, 
mowers, and other farm implements; 
Lodge voted ageinnt it and it was 
killed, If the farmers in this com- 
munity want to rebuke Senator 
Lodge for keeping up the high prices 
on farm implements, I shall be glad 
to do it for them.” 

This statement shows how thought- 
ful Mr. Burns is for the farmers as 
consumers of farm implements. The 
following shows how thoughtless he 
is for them as producers. He says: 
“Senator Lodge by his stand on the 
tariff, by his efforts to block recip- 
rocity with Canada, by his stand pet 

olicies causes the high cost of liv- 
ing by keeping out food products 
and the necessaries of life, closing up 
the world’s market to American con- 
sumers by the prohibitive tariff for 
which he is responsible.” 

It is evident from the above state- 
ments of Mr. Burns that the differ- 
ence between Mr. Burns’ love. for 
the farmer; and Senator Lodge’s: love, 
Mis that where Mr. Burns would place 
one dollar in the farmer’s pocket as 
a consumer of farm implements, Mr. 


Lodge would put one hundred. dol- 


lars in the farmer’s p 

ducer. Mr, Burns 8 ps an - 
ator Lodge for the farmers by d- 
ing them a “gold brick.” High 
prices on farm products are more 
beneficial to the farmer than the dif- 
ference in cost of farm implements 
that would result by the placing of 
them on the free list. If Mr. Lodge 
is responsible for high prices on food 
stuffs, which are the fruits of the 
farmer's toil, he must be responsible 
for the prosperity that they now 
should enjoy. 

_ Mr. Burns accuses Lodge of “clos- 
ing up the world’s market to the 
American consumers,” I presume 
he means closing the American mar- 
ket to foreign producers, It is more 
delusive to say “closing up the 
world’s market to the American con- 
sumers,” it sounds big, and to the 
thoughtless man_ would pass as a 
different thing. It is customary for 
foreign producers, through their 
agents, to send their products to the 
American markets, and not the 
“American consumers” to go to the 
foreign or world’s market. If I 
wanted a suit of clothes made from 
English cloth I could go to the firm 
of William Burns of this town and 
have it made, and being a consumer 
of that English cloth, have it brought 
almost to my door, instead of my go- 
ing to the English market for it. 
There is a difference in the economic 
relations implied by the two sayings. 
One implies that the “American con- 
sumers” go to the “world market;” 
the other implies that the foreign 
producer comes. to the American 
market. 

Mr. Burns alludes to the “wicked 
cotton and woolen schedules (that) 
need no comment.” These are the 
schedules that need comment. But 
Mr, Burns’ time is so occupied in 
writing abusive speeches that no 
time is left to show how much ability 
he has for real legislation. 

A few years ago there was a great 
agitation for placing hides on the 
free list. We were promised that 
with free hides we would have 
cheaper boots and shoes and other 
leather products. The Payne-Ald- 
rich bill placed hides on the free list 
and reduced the duty on boots and 
shoes 50 or 60 per cent. What fol- 
lowed this change? The price of 
boots and shoes and leather prod- 
ucts increased 25 to 30 per cent. Did 
the tariff do it? 

Now what warrant have the con- 
sumers to expect that the placing 
of wool on the free list and the re- 
duction of the duty on woolens 50 
per cent will reduce the price on 
woolen products, after this similar 
exhibition from the adjustment on 
hides and their products. None what- 
ever. And what warrant have we in 
expecting that the integrity of our 
woolen Vadustties and the labor in- 
volved will be preserved. None. The 

robability is that the foreign manu- 
acturers, and their agents, import- 
ers, tailors, and clothiers and manu- 
facturers here will absorb the differ- 
ence. 


Mr. Burns favors the Income Tax 
for the following reasons: “First, be- 
cause it restores to the federal gov- 
ernment a power which it possessed 
and exercised previous to 1894.” 

This reason, of itself, is about as 
valid as the reason to return to 
slavery would be because it existed 
aldo to the Civil war. “Second, 

ecause it confers upon the federal 
government a power vested in every 
government in the world.” 

Because other governments exer- 
cise certain powers, it is nq reason 
that they are good and should be 
adopted by us. England and other 
governments support the established 
church, but we do not want to. 

“Third, because the exercise of the 
pons will more nearly equalize the 
urden of taxation,” 

This reason finds no logic in rea- 
son or practice. The personal prop- 
erty tax refutes this. The acpelbeece 
of the United States also refutes this, 
“The notorious evils in the working 
of the general property tax in the 
United States have created some 
prejudice against this mode of as- 
sessment. ut the inequalities of 
this tax are less than those which 
the country suffered under the in- 
come tax.” 

“Fourth, because the exercise of 
the power may be necessary for Con- 
gress to defray the expenses of the 
government.” 

This necessity would result onl 
if the country adopted free trade. 
proper adjustment of the tariff, and 
present taxes, would bring all the 
revenues that this government should 
need in time of peace. 

“Fifth, because the exercise of the 


power may become vital in times of - 


national need for the preservation of 
the federal government.” This is the 
only reason of Mr. Burns’ which 
would justify an income tax. 

Mr. Burns also says: “The greater 
a man’s possessions the more protec- 
tion he receives from the. govern- 
ment.” 

This principle has been exploded 
years ago by eminent economists and 
the opposite is nearer to the truth. 
History exemplifies the fact that 
those near the starving point have or 
need the protection of the govern- 
ment. “If we want to estimate the 
degree of benefits which different 
persons derive from the protection of 
government, we should have to con- 
sider who would suffer most if that 
protection were withdrawn.” The 
answer would be “that those would 
suffer most who were weakest in 
mind and body, either by nature or 
position.” Though it may be true, 
as Adam Smith says, “The subject 
of every government ought to con- 
tribute to the support of the govern- 
ment as nearly as possible in propor- 
tion to their respective abilities.” It 
is not true that the government pro- 
tects them in proportion to their pos- 
sessions or ability to pay taxes. 

In closing, it is my belief that the 
positiveness in which Mr. Burns as- 
serts his opinions and beliefs will 
diminish as he becomes more ac- 
Quainted with the working of social, 
economic and political forces, The 
peer io which he eee ree will 
create a” itive. good are very apt 
to teats five evil. “Know!l- 
be is power,” but up to a certain 
point it involves those that promul- 
gate it in all sorts of inconsistencies.

The Closing Campaign 


nd 


The political outlook from a Repub- 
lican standpoint improves as the days 
go by. The voters of the Common- 
wealth are beginning to appreciate 
the character of the man who heads 
the Democratic ticket, and also the 
character of the man who heads the 
Republican ticket. The insincerity, 
illustrated in so many instances dur- 
ing the last two weeks campaigning 
by Mr. Foss, and even previous to 
that time during the long campaign 
that he was making for the nomina- 
tion, is an eyeopener to many men 

There are not wanting many proofs 
of an inconsistent attitude toward 
labor and capital, involving class 
against class, agitating the public for 
personal ends that begin to lead many 
people of all classes to look upon 
him as a dangerous man to trust with 
political power. It has been well ex- 
pressed that the campaign by the 
Democratic party thus far has been 
one largely made up of “headlines, 
brag and bluster.” Notwithstanding 
this feeling on the part of many men 
of conservative tendencies, it is no 
use disguising the fact that the sort 
of agitation which this gentleman 
and his associates have preached, has 
had an effect upon the voters of the 
state. They have had large audien- 
ces, they have apparently aroused 
considerable enthusiasm, and_ the 
positive side of their campaign has 
centered around an issue that has 
been a popular one in the present 
condition of the public mind, 

It is no use to argue that the tariff 
has nothing to do with the high cost 
of. living, nor is it any use to argue 
that the high cost of living cannot be 
traced to any political party or its 
action on any public question. The 
public is seeking some reason for 
this condition confronting every fam- 
ily. The first reason and the handi- 
est one that is given receives atten- 
tion, and the retaliation has prom- 
ised to be pretty severe for men who 
seek public office headed by the dom- 
inant party. There is no question 
about the injustice of this position 
taken by the mass of people, and 
there is increasing evidence that the 
mass of people is beginning to ap- 
preciate that they have been aroused 
unfairly and have been prejudiced 
dishonestly in their attitudes toward 
office seekers because of this sort of 
agitation. Hence the changing .con- 
ditions noted in the past week, _ 

Governor Draper has grown 
stronger as he has taken up state 
issues ,more effectively, He. has 
grown stronger with every laboring 
man because of his fair and square, 
and manly position on labor matters. 
He has insisted that he will not 
truckle to certain demands because 
he doesn’t believe in them, and that 
the election may go as it will rather 
than. that he will yield in what he be- 
lieves to be the duty he owes to all 
the people in the administration of a 
public trust..-His position taken in 
response to the many queries made 
upon him by different organizations, 
and individuals who take themselves 
to be the keepers of the public con- 
science, show forth the man in all his 
best characteristics, and however 
men may agree or disagree with him, 
they are learning to admire and re- 
spect him more and more with the 
passing of each day’s campaign. 

While the brag and bluster of Dem- 
ocratic claim has undoubtedly some 
foundation in the unsettled condition 
on every hand, there is no doubt 
about the effectiveness of the cam- 
paign that the Republicans have been 
waging under the leadership of 
Chairman Hatfield. He is to be con- 
gratulated upon the work he has 
done, and whatever may be the re- 
sult of the election next Tuesday, he 
has placed himself in a strong posi- 
tion as a party leader by his splendid 
organization work during the past 
ten’ months. His statement of the 
condition made yesterday cannot fail 
to give assurance to the Republicans 
of the state, particularly those who 
understand the basis for his state- 
ments and the very thorough canvass 
that he has made.

It 
might not be unwise to call to the 
attention of the Mayor of Boston 
one little incident in the manage- 
ment of public institutions that may 
have escaped his notice. There are 
those who recall that he was very 
strenuous in his opposition to the 
taking over of the care of the insane 
of Boston by. the state; a move that 
was made after such a change had 
been inaugurated affecting all other 
cities and towns in the state, Not- 
withstanding his opposition the 
change was effected and the cost to 
care for the insane of Boston under 
state control is about sixty per cent 
of what it was in the control of John 
F. Fitzgerald of Boston. One sig- 
nificant straw! :

The ballot box shall 
not, after it is shown to be empty, be 
removed from public view until all ballots 
have been removed therefrom and_ the 
box has been relocked or sealed. The 
ballot box shall not be opened nor any 
ballot removed therefrom until the polls 
are closed, except as provided in section 
two hundred and seventy; but in order to 
make room for ballots, the presiding of- 
ficer may, in the presence of all the elec- 
tion officers, open the box and pack and 
press down the ballots therein. 


Section 251. No election officer shall, 
before the public declaration of the vote, 
make any statement of the number of 
ballots cast, the number of votes given 
for any person; the name of any person 
who has voted or whose name has not 
been checked, or of any other fact tend- 
ing to show the state of the polls, 


Section 254. The presiding officer at 
each polling place shall enforce the per- 
formance of their duties by election».of* 
ficers, He shall ‘have authority to main- 
tain order and to enforce obedience to 
his lawful commands, during an election 
and the counting of the ballots after the 
close of the polls, in and about the poll- 
ing place and to keep the access thereto 
open and unobstructed, and he may re- 
quire any police officer, constable or other 
person to communicate his orders and 
directions and assist in their enforcement.

he should be condemned. 

Too often men are condemned be- 
cause they have greater powers than 
others, and not because of the results 
of that power. Envy is one of the 
most destructive forces in our poli- 
tical life; it recognizes no merit in 
the person who is its object, and his 
destruction is attempted with a zeal 
worthy of a nobler cause. “The pe-

woven into some men is often 
enough to set their own community 
bitter against them, Sandie, the 
plodding peasant, finds it a hard mat- 
ter to forgive Jamie, who is taken 
from the plough next to him, and 
ends in Parliament.” 

Two years ago, Mr. Joseph L. 
Burns announced his aspirations to 
represent Andover in the General 
Court.

To the Editor of the Townsman, 
‘Andover, Mass. 

I have read with amazement one 
of the charges made against Mr. 
Eames by his opponent in one of the 
many campaign documents issued by 
that: prolific young man during his 
brief political career in Andover, In 
that charge I read the following 
words: 

“Mr. Burns is a lawyer, with an office 
in Boston and an office in Andover and 
has never had to depend upon the public 
bounty as a means of livelihood.

For several terms 
he has been selectman, drawing a salary 
from the town, and before that he was 
representative from a Lawrence district, 
under salary from the state, and here 
again he is a candidate for a salaried of- 
fice from the state while he already holds 
a fair paying one from the town, At one 
time Mr, Eames was in business in Law- 
rence, and was a voter in Lawrence, but 
e allurements of-politics in a small town 
were too great to be resisted and he came 
back to take up the position of a perma- 
nent officeholder,” 


I have nothing to say about what 
is contained in the first paragraph 
of the above quotation, 

The second paragraph is such a 
gross outrage against common decen- 
cy that I cannot refrain from making 
a brief reply to the insinuations con-’ 
tained in it. Mr. Eames was “born 
and bred” an Andover boy. After 
thirty years away from the farm, his 
father and mother had reached the 
ages beyond 80 years, marking feeble- 
ness, and a desire and need of care. 
The natural thing for Mr. Eames to 
do was to return to the old home- 
stead, taking over the duties that his 
father had so long followed, add to 
those duties the care of parents in 
their declining years, and make for 
them as much comfort as_ possible. 
Whether he has done this or not, let 
those who best know tell. The father 
has passed on at anwage of nearly 
eighty-five years. Thé ‘mother still 
lives, at even greater age, demand- 
ing the daily care of an only son who 
delights to serve her, 

Perhaps such charges as this are 
necessary in present political plans, 
but if they are, then things have come 
to a serious pass in the conduct of 
civic affairs in this town and in the 
state of which the town is a part.

As You Like It 


To anyone outside the tariff con- 
troversy, the different views interest- 
ed parties have about it are just 
about as different as the views the 
theologians have of the way the 
world came into existence, and how 
we are on it, and all the rest of it. 

Roughly speaking, there are three 
kinds of tariff cranks. First, there 
is the stand pat party, which includes 
the manufacturer who has to pay 
high wages and compete with goods 
made in Europe; we may also in- 
clude here the workers in the fac- 
tories who fear reduction of wages 
by change of duties on the goods 
they make. It is these same parties 
that tell us that the tariff has noth- 
ing to do with the high cost of living, 
and tremble if you speak of lowering 
duties which they say will make 
goods cheaper and ruin them. Then 
there are the insurgents who are 
chiefly people on yearly fixed salaries 
including; clergymen, school teach- 
ers, professors in colleges, clerks in 
stores, offices and banks who all feel 
keenly the high prices now current. 
These insurgents are mostly intelli- 
gent men who think that an indepen- 
dent permanent expert commission 
is what is required and that a reck- 
less charging of duties would injure 
and derange business. 

The third party are the rabid Re- 
publicans and Democrats who are so 
disgusted with everything that they 
don’t care what they do, if only it 
bothers the party now log-rolling. 

All Republicans are not stand-pat- 
ters and all Democrats are not free 
traders at any cost; of course there 
are other kinds of tariff cranks, but 
the three kinds I have mentioned 
form the bulk of the electors. 

In my last week’s letter I spoke 
of the 45 per cent duty on machinery 
and tried to show the temptation that 
it gives to form trusts. Let us see 
how the duty on the goods the buy- 
ers of these machines make, op- 
erates in the same way. They are 
compeling against Europe. You can 
buy cloth in Germany, France or 
Britain at say one dollar a yard. 
Landed here it will be one and 
one half dollars, but they cannot 
make it at one dollar, but they 
try to keep European goods out by 
selling at $1.40. A new firm begins 


to make this cloth and puts it on 
the market at $1.30. The people who 
have been selling at $1.40 go to this 
new firm and tell them that it is $1.50 
European cloth that they have to 
compete with and proposed to form 


a combine to keep up the price and 
offer inducements to do so. In 
every department of trade the duty 
raises the price above the European 
price, our friend, Mr. Luce, notwith- 
standing. Just tell Mr. Luce to buy 
butter in Cork or in Denmark and 
bring it here. The Cork Irishman 
will not pay the 6 cents per pound 
duty on it, Mr, Luce or the consu- 
mer will have to pay it. The Elgin 
butter merchant, when he sees what 
Messrs. Lodge, Draper and Luce are 
saying just winks with both eyes and 
says nothing. I wonder if Mr. Luce 
is aware that Austrian Germany and 
France are high tariff countries. He 
quotes these countries as growling 
about prices, 

Our friend Roosevelt has begun to 
throw mud at Mr. Dix. Mr. Dix 
says you are another. Our men here 
have followed suit, and Mr. Foss and 
Mr. Lodge don’t agree about the 
amount of money they have spent 
on elections. It is annoying how other- 
wise sane people are lunatic about 
tariff. This country has free trade 
in its 46 states and as the premier of 
England truly said not long ago, “It 
is the immense territory and resourc- 
es of the United States that make 
protection possible.” 


Twenty years after Sir Robert 
Peel shed tears and left his stand pat 
party and voted to take the taxes 
off the people’s bread, the value of 
land in Scotland doubled in value. 
Under protection, duties in Britain 
masons, carpenters, and blacksmiths 
earned three dollars a week, the 
hours of work, 12 hours a day, In 
this year of grace-they are working 
nine hours a day and earn 10 dollars 
a week, in some districts more, Un- 
der protection you paid a first class 
domestic servant girl 30 dollars a 
year without any afternoon off to 
show off the serge of her new coat. 
Today you pay fully four times thirty 
dollars. The exports and imports 
of Britain have increased, as Glad- 
stone said, by leaps and bounds and 
if any of the “unthinking demagog- 
ues” of the high tariff stand pat party 
will open their eyes-and look at last 
months’ trade report they will find 
that neither Germany, with her tariff 
nor this country with double the 
population come up to British im- 
ports and exports. ! 

Don’t say that I am saying that 
America has not thriven under the 
tariff system, but don’t be so narrow 
as to think that tariff is the all in 
all cure for every ill.

Gov. Draper and the Workingmen 

For five years organized labor, led 
by the Boston “machine,” has sought 
to defeat Eben S. Draper for political 
office. The first three campaigns 
were conducted on the ground that 
the great Hopedale plant was run on 
“open shop” basis. The last cam- 
pa n, and the one now on, are main- 
y fought on the ground of the gov- 
ernor’s veto of the “Eight Hour bill” 
so-called. ‘ 

We ask the workingman to care- 
fully consider the following facts: 

In the second campaign of Gov. 
Draper for lieutenant governor, The 
Record sent one of its staff to Hope- 
dale to learn the exact facts relative 
to the conditions of the workers in 
that great industrial community. 
Briefly, the facts as presented in this 
paper three years ago are: That the 
Draper company pays high wages; 
that it has from time to time reduced 
the working hours; that it provides 
splendid houses for its help at a ren- 
tal which brings to the company only 
2 I-2 per cent per year on the capital 
invested; that the company has been 
extremely liberal with its army of la- 
borers; that it has provided splendid 
roads, play grounds, parks, etc.; and 
that finally ninety-five per cent of the 
voters of Hopedale have voted for 
Gov. Draper every time he has been 
a candidate for office. This is the 
strongest kind of an endorsement for 
Gov. Draper and The Draper Com- 
pany. 

Secondly: In this connection we 
wish to quote what a leading Catho- 
lic priest who lives in Milford, only a 
short distance from Hopedale, says. 
Two years ago the state branch of 
the American Federation of Labor 
met in Milford and as usual de- 
nounced Gov. Draper as the working- 
men’s greatest enemy. Father Peter 
McGrath said in his church the fol- 
lowing Sunday: 

“Now, you and I know that the 
resolutions denouncing the Hope- 
dale company and one. of its princi- 
pal owners as an enemy of the work- 
ingmen are false. The whole fact of 
the matter is, that if every large in- 
dustry in the country was as pros- 
perous and treated its help with the 
same consideration as the Hopedale 
corporation, there would be no more 
strikes.” 

What Father McGrath says is en- 
dorsed by every minister in Hope- 
dale and Milford, as told to The Rec- 
ord répresentative three years ago. 
Compare the vote which Eben S. 
Draper has received, (452 to 33 in 
the last election) with that received 
bv Eugene N. Foss, when he ran for 
Congress in the district where his 
employees work. Why is it that 
ninety-five per cent of the voters in 
Hopedale vote for Eben S. Draper 
year after year? And why is it that 
only forty-eight per cent of the 
voters of Hyde Park, the home of 
the Foss employees, voted for the 
Democratic candidate when he ran 
for Congress on a Republican ticket. 

The eight hour bill veto by Gov. 
Draper was the act of a courageous 
man. There is an eight-hour law al- 
ready upon the statute books and it 
is fairly well enforced. We have 
never heard of but two violations of 
this good law. The bill as drawn by 
the union labor politicians of Boston 
provided that if a workman was 
found working over eight hours on 
any public works, that fact should be 
conclusive that the contractor was 
guilty and subject to a fine of $1000, 
or imprisonment for six months, or 
both. In other words, that political 
bill destroyed the right of trial by 
jury and made a man guilty without 


trial. It was a bill which sought to 
destroy personal liberty and the 
right of trial by jury. No honest or 
decent man could fail to vét6 such 
wild legislation. 

This bill was not important from 
any labor standpoint, and Eben S. 
Draper is stronger, far stronger, to- 
day because of his veto of it. On the 
other hand there was a most import- 
ant labor measure in Congress this 
year, when it was sought to appro- 
priate $200,000 for the enforcement 
of the Sherman Anti-Trust law. The 
Hughes amendment provided that 
none of this $200,000 should be used 
to prosecute labor organizations. 
This amendment was debated, both 
in committee and on the floor of the 


‘House, so that everyone knew what 


the bill and the Hughes amendment 
meant, Yet we find Eugene N. Foss 
joining hands with Joe Cannon and 
voting against the American Federa- 
tion of Labor and the rights of the 
American working people to lawfully 
combine, for the purpose of improv- 
ing the condition of the working 
class. 

There is just one way to repudiate 
the action of Eugene N. Foss, and 
that is by making the majority for 
Eben S. Draper the largest he has 
ever received,—Haverhill Record.
